The consolidation will result 


in more federal and state 
funds on a per case basis, 
with the now 90%-cpunty-sup- 
ported relief operation being 
reimbursed with 90% state 
and federal money in the 
combined operation. 


The total relief budget for 


this year is $194,459, with the 
average monthly administra- 
tive costs for the 15 employes 
of between $5,000 and $6,000, 
as compared with an average 
of $7,863 paid out in direct rer 
lief. 


Miss Samnelson noted that 


the relief office also handles 
i a s t i t u t i o n a 1 investiga- 
tions, guardianships and es- 
tates, etc., wMch is reflected 
la the administrative costs but 
not in the money paid out in 
relief, 
Trabert said Miss Samuel- 


son would be directly in 
charge of these phases former- 
ly handled by the relief office. 


For the month of February, 


the welfare office spent $18,012 
for administrative costs and 
$131,274 for assistance, 
the 


latter of which the county fi- 
nanced approximately 10%. 


The county now pays only 


10% of the assistance 
and none of the administrative 
costs of the welfare office. Un- 
der the new setup,, the.county 
will finance 10% of the entire 
operation which will include 
the direct relief, formerly to- 


tally financed with c o u n t y 
money. 


Trabret pointed out that al- 


though there 
will be no 


change in personnel, some of 
the present relief or welfare 
office employes may be used 
to administer the food stamp 
plan. 


This, he noted, will also re- 


sult in a savings to the county, 
since the federal government 
pays C0% of the salaries of 
persons dealing solely with 
the food stamp plan. 


All the present relief office 


employes will be under the 
State Merit System u n d e r 
which the welfare employes 
are now hired. 


Trabert said under the new 


setup the county will be fi- 
nancially and administratively 
better able to handle more 
cases.

T h i s , however, is an assump- 
tion with which many people can and do 
disagree. It is not automatic that Congress 
should reapportion simply because states 
must do so. 
In Congress you have represented the 


separate political entity of each s t a t e . 
Within the states, there is not the same 
kind of political division of people. And 
within the states there is not even the same 
degree of social and economic difference 
that exists among the various states. 


There is another item at the national 


level, however, that could and should be 
changed. Congress is considering and be- 
lieved likely to pass a bill that would elim- 
inate the age-old practice of gerrymand- 
ering in the state. The House will vote this 
week on a bill to correct odd-shaped con- 
gressional districts. Again, Nebraska is not 
too poorly situated in this regard. Our 
three congressional districts are not what 
everyone might like them to be but they 
could be a lot worse.

T h i s , howev er, is an assump­ 
tion with which man y people can an d do 
disagree. It is n ot automatic that Con gress 
should reapportion simply because states 
must do so.

In Con gress you hav e represen ted the 
separate political en tity of each 
s t a t e . 
Within the states, there is n ot the same 
kin d of political div ision of people.

within the states there is n ot ev en the same 
degree of social an d econ omic differen ce 
that exists amon g the v arious states. 


There is an other item at the n ation al 
lev el, howev er, that could an d should be 
chan ged. Con gress is con siderin g an d be­ 
liev ed likely to pass a bill that would elim­ 
in ate the age-old practice of gerryman d­ 
erin g in the state. The House will v ote this 
week on a bill to correct odd-shaped con ­ 
gression al districts. Again , Nebraska is n ot 
loo poorly situated in this regard. O u r 
three con gression al districts are n ot what 
ev eryon e might like them to be but they 
could be a lot wor.se. There are districts 
in some states that look like a piece out of 
a tough jig-saw puzzle. Such districts as 
this are drawn purely for the political ad­ 
v an tage they can giv e a party.

Day Center Is Immediate Hit

One day in 1942 some 


public welfare workers in 
the Bronx, N.Y., were dis- 
cussing needs related to the 
growing number of elders 
wandering the streets, sit- 
ting in parks or visiting wel- 
fare offices for want of any- 
thing better to do. 


In the group was Harry 


Levine—a quiet, scholarly 
man in his early 40s wear- 
ing horn-rimmed glasses. 


"Older people seem to be 


the forgotten generation,", 
he mused. "Can't we give 
them a place to go and new 
interests to brighten their 
days and prevent their dete- 
rioration?" 


Just what, someone asked 


skeptically, did he suggest? 
With the spontaneity with 
which great ideas are some- 
times born, Levine jumped 
to his feet and said, "Let's 
take over that old city ware- 
house down' the street and 
turn it into a day center 
for older people!" 


This was the genesis of 


day centers for older people. 
When I talked with Levine 
recently he recalled how the 
group got approval to take 
over the warehouse and how 
they pitched in and renovated 
the quarters. That original 
center was opened in April, 


. 1943, and was called the Wil- 


liam Hodson Center in mem- 
ory of a former welfare com- 
missioner. 


It was clear from the be- 


ginning that this was just 
what older people wanted 
and needed—a place to go 
from 9 to 5 to serve as a 
substitute for former work 
routines.

The best way of trying to 


assure four club tricks is to 
win the jack of hearts with 
the king and play a club to. 
the ace. As it happens, the 
jack falls and the rest of the 
play is quite simple. 


But suppose South wins the 


heart lead and plays a club 
to the queen. East takes the 
king and returns a heart to 
the ace. Declarer crosses to 
his hand with a diamond and 
plays another club. 


West follows low and South 


is now faced with a difficult 
guess. He must decide wheth- 
er East was originally dealt 
the K-J alone or the single- 
ton king. He may guess 
right, but just as often he 
will guess wrong. 


This guess situation is of 


South's own making. The 
ace play on the first round 
guarantees the contract, if 
the contract can be m a d e.

preme'Court refused Monday 
to grant a speeded-up hearing 
of a Justice Department ap- 
peal from dismissal by a fed- 
eral judge of major charges 
in the killing of three civil 
rights workers in Mississippi. 


U.S. District Judge Harold 


Cox in Jackson, Miss., dis- 
missed a felony indictment 
against 17 defendants. He al- 
so dismissed three of f o u r 
counts of a misdemeanor in- 
dictment against 14 of the 17 
men. 


The accusations were in 


connection with the killings 
of the three civil rights work- 
ers near Philadelphia, Miss., 
last June 21. They w e r e 
Michael Schwerner and An- 
drew Goodman, both white 
New York City residents, and 
James Chaney, Negro f r o m 
Meridian, Miss. Their bodies 
were found in an earthen dam 
44 days after the killings. 


Direct Appeal 


After Cox dismissed the ma- 


jor charges, the Justice De- 
partment appealed directly to 
the Supreme Court, asking an 
expedited hearing of the case-

A conference of Supreme 


Court justices Monday after-

New Bill

Washington UP) — A South- 


ern senator raised Monday 
night the threat of a filibuster 
against President Johnson's 
legislation to guarantee Negro 
voting rights. 


Johnson has not yet sent to 


Congress the bill he wants 
passed. But before a joint ses- 
sion he urged the House and 
Senate to work quickly for en- 
actment — meeting nights and 
weekends if they must. 


"If the President attempts 


to have Congress define the 
qualifications of voters," said 
Sen. Allen J. Ellender, D-La., 
"I'll not only oppose it but I 
shall filibuster aginst it." 


Criticism 


Eilender said there a r e 


enough voting rights laws now 
on the books. 


Johnson's call to Congress 


also ran into some criticism 
from House Republican lead- 
ers. 


Rep. G e r a l d R. Ford of 


Michigan, the GOP f l o o r 
leader, said the measure he 
understands Johnson will rec- 
ommend could penalize states 
which do not discriminate 
against Negroes, and fail to 
resolve the problem in some 
that do. 


Administration 
officials 


have said the measure will 
erase literacy tests and simi- 
lar qualifications for voting in 
states or electoral subdivisions 
where less than half the vot- 
ing-age population was regis- 
tered or cast their ballots last 
November.
